Philadelphia. Dec. 16.— Caught In a 
trap i^id h«lpleas to aaye themselTea, 
thraa men loat their Urea and four 
others. Including William C. Cole, was 
terribly scalded Thursday by a rush 
of steam from boiling water in the 
lire room of the battleship Massacbu- 
setti, lyinr at tlia League Island navy 
yard. 

The dead are: Bdward Bub. mar- 
ried, bollcrniaker and civilian; Andrew 
Hamilton, married, boilermaker and 
civilian; cMiaricH Kitzel, bollcnnaker's 
helper and civilian. 
■ Injured: Lieut William C. Cole, U. 
8. N., assistant chief engineer of the 
Massachusetts, scalded about the head 
and body; talion to naval hospital. 
William Anderson, ship's boilermaker, 
badly scalded. James Wilson, boiler- 
maker's helper and civilian employe, 
scalded. Joseph A. Duran, boilermak- 
•r's helper and civilian, scalded. 

With the exception of Lieut. Cole, 
all the killed and Injuml ro^ldiHl in 
Phlladelidiia. Lieut. Cule received his 
Injuries In a hetoie elEort to rescue the 
others. 

The Boilers Had Been Tested. 

The accident was caiised by tl>e giv- 
ing way of a gasket or rubber washer 
on a boiler on the starboard Hide of 
the ship. The Massachusetts, has been 
at the nary yard fbt some time under- 
going extensive repairs, partloulalrly 
to the boilers and machinery. 

The boiler on which the accident oc- 
curred had recently been cleaned and 
thoroughly tested, and the boilermak- 
«rs ween Thursday at work on another 
bofter. Wfthoot warning, the gasket 
between the boilerplate and the bollor- 
head gave way and a terrible nish of 
steam and hot water occurred. The 
doors of Che fire room were closed at 
tlM tima that Ih* accident occurred 
and the only ayanua of escape was a 
safety ladder. Onfy one man, Bram- 
let, a ship's flronTan, thought of the 
ladder and he escaped without injury. 

Few on the upper decks knew what 
had happened until the steam came 
rioihing up from the seething pit be- 
low> Tt« work of rescue was prompt, 
and to the promptness those who es- 
eapad death owe their thanks. 
Lieut Cole'e Heroism. 

The first to enter the firehole was 
Lieut. Cole, Without hesitating at be- 
coming scalded by the hot water and 
steam, he entered quickly and (lragg<>d 
the men from the place to the door, 
where they were taken in charge by 
others. Bub and Hamilton were dead 
when found and Rltzel died a few min- 
utes after being taken on deck. 

Whether the gasket was defective 
or whether It had been carelessly put 
in place remains for the official court 
of Inquiry 'to determine. It is said the 
boiler had baen thoroughly overhauled 
and tested under a tremendous press- 
ure of steam. At the time of the acci- 
dent the steam pressure was only suf- 
llclent to run the ship's heating planK

Washington, Dec. 16.— Unprecedent- 
adly low bids were offered Thursday 
for the construction of the battleship 
New Hampshire and tb^ armored 
cruifera Montana and North. Carolina, 
pronosala f^r which were opened at 
th* navy dapartmont at noon in the 
presence of r^msentatlyea ot shtp- 
bulMing companies from the Pacific 
ai^d iUlantlc coasts. It is probable 
that an ofDcial announcement will 
award the contract for the cruisers to 
the Newport Nei^s Shipbuilding Co. for 
|t.6TB.O^ each and the battleship to 
the New York BUpbuilding Co. for $3,- 
748,000, those being the lowest bids 
offered. The lowest aggregate bids for 
these three ships was exactly |1,.^77,- 
000 less than the aggregate lowest 
bids for tbr^ sister liilps a little over 
a year ago.

THE MARCUM TRIAL. 



Several Witnessee Testified For the 
Proaoeutlen Thursday. 

Winchester. Ky., Dee. It. — Heseklah 
Combs, of Morgan county, saw the 
dead body of Marcum and described 
l:he location and nature of the wounds. 
John Bays, a Cincinnati commercial 
traveler, was a clerk In the store of 
Hargls Bros, at the time of the kill- 
tag. He testified to the location of 
James Hargis and Tom White at the 
tisae and Immediately after. He knew 
that James Hargis and Marcum were 
not friendly. The wife of Alex Hargis 
was the niece of Marcum and she sym* 
pathised with her uncle. 

Kelly Kash heard a conversation be- 
tween Jitt, White and Mrs. Mary 
Johnston shortly after the killing, but 
he was not allowed to tell the nature 
of it The Jury was sent out and the 
plalntllh avowed that th^ would 
prove that Alex Hargis grew very an- 
gry because Kash, as an attorney, 
wrots a power of attorney for Henry 
Hearst to accept bond for Mose Felt- 
ner when the latter was under indict- 
ment ft>r the murder, but the court ex- 
cluded this testimony. 

Judge Benton decided that anything 
in the furtherance of a conspiracy or 
that tended to establish a conspiracy 
might be shown by testimony. D. D. 
Hurst fnther of Mrs. Marcum and 
postmaster of Jackson, saw Marcum 
as he lay on the courthouse floor, but 
the sight made him sick and he went 
out. He met Curt Jett at the door and 
the latter said the murder of Marcum 
could not be ascri))ed to him. For 
quite a while before hla death Marcum 
seldom went out without his child in 
his arms or his wife or his sister by 
his side. Before Marcum's death Alex 
Hargis told witness that Marcum bad 
made i)ul)lic charges against him 
which he must publicly retract 

Mrs. Ruok Cottongane told that 
French saw her since she came here 
and told her that D. Y. Combs was 
here to kill her husband and Sam 
Fields and that they had better leave, 
which they did. Mrs. Mahala Herd, 
sister of Marcum, said thi^t two years 
ago Alex Kargis came to her home and 
cursed her and thf whola Marcum 
family.

TWO DEAD BODIES RECOVERED.

Several Persons Suffered Broken 
Limbs and Internal Injuries — It 
Is the Belief That Other Dead 
Bodies Wilt Be Poiind. 

Charleston, W. Va.. Dee. 18. — By the 

collapse of the suspension bridge con- 
necting East and West Charleston at 
8:1.') a. ni. ihursday two are known 
to have been killed. Mamie Hlggln- 
botham, 11, and Ray Humphreys, 17. 
At the time of the accident thaie were 
six teams on the bridge and a number 
of schoor children. All were precipi- 
tated a (ii.'^tance of 39 feet Into the 
ice-covered waters of Rlk river, whoso 
depth at that point Is variously esti- 
mated at from 10 to SO ^t 

The injured are: Zella Smith, 17. 
compound fracture of elbow; William 
Holmes, colored, driver, cuts, bruises 
and shock; Henry Fielder, driver, 
serious Internal injuries; William 
Holmes, driver, cut and bruised; Miss 
Ollie 'Oibbs. 16, both hips and arm 
broken; Miss Elma Tucker, 18, both 
arms and leg broken. 

The Bridge Was a Single Span. 
The bridge was a single span. 600 

feet in length, and was built In 1862. 

It was destroyed during the civil wai 
and rebi'ill immediately following, it 
was considered by many i)ersons as 
unsafe, and for several years has been 
known as the "Drunken bridge" from 
its swaying, requiring foot passengers 
crossing it to walk sailor fashion to 
preserve their balance. 

Following the news of the accident 
great and excited crowds gathered on 
both banks. The steamer Baxter broke 
the ice to get small boats to the scene 
and the woik of reseue began immedi- 
ately. 

The accident was caused by two ca- 
bles on the north side slipping from 
their moorings, and when that side 
dropped another cable on the down 
side of the<^ream snapped, the floor 
tilted and turned completely over and 
everything and person on the bridge 
slid off into the ice-covered stream be- 
low. 

Searehed the River Bed. 

United States Engineer Jeffries hnr 
ried down a government diver and hml 
him search the river bed, finding no 
other bodies. Further investigation 
will be made. Others who made mi- 
raculous escapes were Oeorge Wood- 
all, who went down in the middle of 
the bridge, but landed on the ice; Gor- 
don lx)wry and Lou Michie, colored. 

Last September, on I.aboi day, when 
the parade of the labor organizations 
of Charleston was arranged for, it was 
originally on the program to start from 
the west side, but the program was 
later changed so that the parade start- 
ed from the east side of Klk river, 
abandoning the west side, and thus 
dispensing with the crossing of the 
bridge. 

As many children cross from the 
west side to attend school in Charles- 
ton and many west-slders are employ- 
ed here, there 'was great excitement 
and anxious Inquiries all day locating 
persons. There is still belief that oth- 
er bodies may be found under the wa- 
ter, but it is generally considered that 
everyone has been accounted for.

Present Program of the Federal Au- 
thorities Is To Have the Woman 
Arraigned Before Judge 
Wing Next Monday.

Accompanied by 
Mrs. Beekwith, who. owing to her hus- 
band's ill health, Is always by his side, 
the aqed batiker made his way slowly 
run! 1. rl)Iy lip I he long flights of iron 
stairs leading to Mrs. Chadwlck's cell. 
She met him at the entrance of the 
corridor and shook bands with him 
cordially. 

Referred To Business Relations. 

After some general conversation Mr. 
Beekwith referred to their business re- 
lations by saying: "Mrs. Chadwlek, 
you have ruined me. but I'm not so sure 
yet you are a fraud. I have stood by 
you to my last dollar, and I do think 
now that the time has come for you to 
make known everytlUng in relation to 
this thing." BeekwlUi's voice betray- 
ed deep emotion as he spoke, and he 
leaned heavily on the arm of his wife, 
who was almost compelled to support 
him so great was his physical weak- 
ness. Mrs. ChadAlck did not reply 
directly to the words of Mr. Beekwith, 
but her manner and the look on iMr 
face were not conciliatory. Seeing 
that she would not answer, Mr. Beek- 
with went on: "I have always told 
you that 1 did not like it because you 
changed your lawyers so often. Why 
don't you get a food ona and stick to 
himr 

• Well." said Mrs. Chadvlek, •*! have 

reasons for that." 

Applied l-or Another Receiver. 
Mr. and Mrs. Beekwith then both 
said they hoped the matters connected 

with the t'hathvi<'k affair would be 
eventually straightened out. The in- 
terview then closed. .Mrs. Chadwlek 
thanked hint for calling, shook hands 
with Mr. and Mrs. B(>ckwlth and said 
she would ha pleased to have tham 
call again.
